The decrease in the appropriations of approximately 
thirty-five thousand dollars ($85,000) for the last two 
years over preceding years, the extra cost of the courts, 
the increase of support for outside poor owing to the 
textile troubles and the advance in price of board for 
children, also a slight increase in the aid for blind are 
responsible for the present indebtedness. 

Under the direction of Mr. and Mrs. Edgar J. Ham, 
as Superintendent and ‘Matron the County Farm _ has 
undergone many changes which have all been for the 
comfort and welfare of the unfortunate inmates. 

The House of Correction and the County Jail are also 
under the Supervisions of the Superintendent and Matron. 

All of the County Buildings are in a better state of 
repair than they have been in years. 

We have one of the finest flock of sheep that there is 
in the County and an exceedingly fine herd of Grade 
Holsteins. 

We wish to thank all the officials of the county for 
the many courtesies that have been shown us during the 
past year.
